WATTAiWA WON'T WITHDRAW. 
The morning conference developed sev-

John W. Wattawa, the nominee for lieu- 
tenant-governor, wns requested to with- 
draw from that nominutitin because of 
certain rumor;, which were in circulation 
concerning the Knwauneo man. Wntfs- 
wa refused to entertain the request and 
the conferees spent, the remainder of the 
session in discussing possible candidates. 
Several men 'vho-se names were request- 
ed for different places refused 
to allow 


their names to go before the convention. 
An effort was made to sidetrack Louis

stituting Dr. Wendell A. Anderson of La

ROSE RANKS SOLID. 


Tho interest in tho nomination for 


jfovernnor dwarfed 
that in everything 


else, even the, platform. Thi> anti-Rose 
forces banked on their ability to prevent 
a nomination on tho first ballot, bul 
wither je.rsqnal attack nor- argument 


was able to stand against the fight put 
up by the Rose men OH the floor of the 
convention. 
Orator upon orator 
did 


the Rose managers • send 
forward 
to 


champion 
and defend 
their candidate. 


If the Rose columns wavered during the 
day they were solidified in the last few 
years that preceded the taking of the 
ballot. 


Tlie nomination for the governorship 


aside, the striking-feature of the conven- 
tion was the almost total absence of 
anything that brought up reminders of 
Chicago in 1800 or Kansas City in WOO. 
In platform and speeches Bryanism was 
ignored. Not a silver note in all the 
score. Only once vr&* the name of the 
"Peerless Leader" mentioned, and then 
by George W. Bird of Madison, who was 
placing in nomination for the guberna- 
torial candidacy Burr W. Jones, who 
supported'the Pnlraer-Buckner ticket in 
1806. 


The Wisconsin Democracy proceeded 


on lines yesterday that led away from 
the nast., and the one man in the con- 
vention who received the plaudits of del- 
egates and 
spectators as lie walked 


dywn the aisle of the theater to his scat 
with the Dane county delegates was Wil-

ENTHUSIASM FOR PECK. 


Another feature win -the enthusiasm 


with which the name o; former Governor 
George W. Peck was received when o.Ts. 
G. Donnelly of Milwaukee

To somcthe enthusiasm was misleading, 
for they thought it presaged a stampede 
to the former governor. But the

plause was simply a testimonial to his 
popularity; he was not in the race, for

BADGER DEMOCRATS 


The Democratic State convention com- 


mittee on resolutions reported the plat- 
form to the assembled delegates last ev- 
ening. The 
declaration 
largely 
deals 


with, the question o{ state issues and 
condemns the present Republican state 
administration. It briefly takes up the 
matter of trusts and 
tariff 
and goes 


somewhat into details upon the question 
of taxation. 


The platform in full follows: 
"We, the duly accredited representa- 


tives of the Democratic party of Wis- 
consin in convention assembled to nom- 
inate candidates 
for state 
officers, do 


hereby declare: 


"1. We realize that the Republican 


party of history has.been, temporarily 
at least, driven from the political field 
of this state, and that, in this campaign, 
we are confronted by an "organization 
intrenched in political power, which has 
debauched and -will continue to debauch 
the public service- for the accomplish- 
ment of political and personal ends. 


f2. It is a matter of history that tha 


nominee of the Madison convention sc- 
nrar.ed his nomination tlirough the ac- 
trae efforts of employes of 
the state, 


•who, at bis bidding, organized and con- 
lis-persona! interest, drawing compensa- 
tion for the time they were employed 
from the treasury of the state. 
. "3. We charge that the candidate of 
the Madison convention has dcmo-aptrn- 
ied his ability to mislead the people in 
.pretending hostility to the leaders_of his 
party -in high places while, covertly seek- 
ing their friendly assistance, in further-

reduced prices. We point to tiic busi- 
ness methods' . of the steel trust as a 
striking example of the. -infamous work- 
ings of certain schedules of the Dingley 
tori II law. It is a notorious fact that 
this trust is selling the products of its 
factories to European consumers at 
prices ranging from 25 to 40 per cent 
less than it charges American consumers 
for the same dues of goods. Any .law 
which thus perm-its American 
manufac- 


turers to rob American consumers, either 
directly or indirectly, is -wrong in mor- 
als, un-American, tin-Democratic and 
subversive of good government, and so 
far as it so operates we demand its im- 
mediate and unconditional 
repeal. We 


believe that the state should not grant 
of iu sovereifrn power to corporations to 
be exercised in the unlawful oppression 
of the people, and we h«rctiy pledge our- 
selves to cause to DC instituted and pro- 
secuted with vigor sucli proceedings in 
the courts or otherwise, as shall be nee 
essary to forfeit and annul the 
fran- 


chises of any corporation created, under 
the laws of this state wtiich shall violate 
the law by unlawfully destroying com- 
petition or controlling the price of ma-

demand that all foreign corporations do- 
ing business in this state be compelled to 
comply with the lows of this state appli- 
cable to the same.

SILOS AND THEIR COST. 


Mr. Wn.«oe* ot MlKOnrt T«U» How 


to Conilrnot On* Cheaply- 


A perfect silo can be built for one: 


half to one-third the eipetise they cost 
many wbo build.or buy them, writes 
J. P. Wagner In Practical-Farmer. By 
lulldlag it octagonal or eight sided in 
shape and the ceiling perpendicular, 
with two thicknesses ot Inch hemlock 
boards, with felt paper between, a per- 
ect silo may be made at a small cost 
I built one im July, 1899, and have 
illed it'twlce: It gave perfect satis- 
laction. Every silo that has been built 
n this .vicinity since has been built 
utter the same plan. They can be built 
any size wanted. With 2.DOO feet of 
good hemlock boards, 900 2 by 7'a, 3 
feet long, and $G worth .of felt and 
nalU, three men can build a silo In 
ftree clays. The. expense for the root 
and bottom would be the same as for 
any other shape or style. I got out 
timber for mine, and paying the saw 
bill cement, nails, paper and mason 
n-ork cost me $34.40. -The slzo Is 12 
feet inside and 24 feet high. It will 
hold silage enough to feed twelve head 
of cattle ft* six months. 


When the foundation is completed, 


place the.sills on and nail the corners 
together. 'Then set the boards up at 
the corners and plumb them with a 
level or a plumb staff. Let one man 
hold tho joists on the outside where 
they belons. Place two feet apart and 
nail them from the inside.

P. T?. Morgan In Practical Farmer,

It is best to use both night's and 


morning's milk. Stir all together till 
well mixed, pour into a boiler (a wash 
boiler 1£ you have" one) on the stove 
and beat slowly till the thermometer 
stands at 90 degrees, stirring It often 
to prevent scorching- Now pour It off 
Into your tub or churn if you have one. 
If you have twelve gallons of milk, it 
will require one rennet tablet If less 
milk, take less of tablet Use rennet In 
proportion of one tablet to a hundred 
pounds of milk. Dissolve tlie rennet lr 
about two tablcspoonfuls of warm wa- 
ter. When tho milk has cooled down to 
83 decrees, put In the dissolved rennet 
stirring constantly 
until thoroughly 


mixed. In about three minutes you 
can see the milk chancing to cheese. 
Cease stirring now and cover up for 
fifteen minutes. A higher temperature 
than 85 degrees hastens the process, 
but wastes the butter fat and make* 
the curd tough. Handle the curd very 
gently till. It is solid, as rough or quick 
treatment CRUFSS escape of butter fat 
and impoverishes the cheese. Now lift 
the clotli, and you will see the whole 
mass coagulated. Take a long kalfe 
nnd cut clear to the bottom with long, 
slow, sweeping strokes. Let stand n 
few minutes and dip off all freed whey 
with saucer or skimmer. Cross cut as 
before, leaving curd in inch squares.

LAKE WATERS RECEDE 


Dliturbnnco at CUlo»(;o Erpo§« Sond Bn« 


nml Shoal» Fur Out Trom Sbore. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 4.—The Ijakc Front 


has been swept by another seiche. The 
waters ot the lake receded last night 
nearly three feet ,ind in scores of places 
exposed the sarid bars and shoals far 
out from shore. 


The disturbance was noticeable along 


the north shore in the vicinity of Evan- 
slon. -Members of the life savijig crew 
there took measurements of the ebb and 
flow of the tide. The crew's sloop was 
left stranded as the waters swept cast- 
ward, and for nearly 100 feet from the 
natural shore line the bed of the lake 
was exposed. The recession of the water 
was a repetition, of the phenomenon of 
tho 
same kind 
which occurred some 


weeks ago. The waters' would recede 
and then in a few minutes they would 
return. The average time from the -be- 
ginning of the ebb to the flow was about 
eleven minutes. 


At nil ports along the west shore .of 


Lake Michigan last night and this morn- 
ing, there was nn unusual disturbance on 
the' lake, and in many instances the wa- 
ter receded from 
-two and one-half to 


three feet. At this port it went down 
at least two feet, and the Inrgc steam- 
barge Waverley, arriving with coal for 
Willinm Pugh, pounded on,the bottom 
near Main street bridge 
and could not 


budge. In about ,forty minutes the wa- 
ter came in with a. rush and went half a 
foot higher than usual and tho steamer 
was aile to steam to(the doek. There 
was no damage. On the north beach the 
lake bottom and sand bars were visible 
for nt least six feet in the lake. Tim un- 
usual commotion of the water has not 
been satisfactorily explained as yet. The 
rise and fall of the water was not no- 
ticed by the life saving crew, nor did-the 
keepers of the North Point light ho'use 
appear to notice anything.

"G. We are opposed to any and al' 


measures the tendency of which is to de 
prive the people of their constitution^ 
right to assemble together, either ir 
their own persons, or by representatives 
chosen by themselves, for 'the nomina 
tion of all candida/tes for office; and we 
denounce the Stevens primary, election 
bill as un-American and un-DcTnocrntio 
•n principle and dangerously and . vie 
iously paternalistic. If enacted Into law i 
it -would destroy the elementary princi- 
ples of Republican institutions, by sub- 
ordinatng the will of the majority to 
that of a small plurality, and which 
.would disfranchise the minority in a 
large number of counties in the. state 
and give cities and municipalities great 
power izi the selection of candidates for 
office. 


"7. Wo favor ths repeal 'of all laws 


now -hi "force,- which provide for double 
taxation. While opposing double taxa- 
tion, we are in favor of uniformity in 
the taxation of nil property, not by law 
exempt from taxation, whether owned 
or controlled by corporations or indi- 
viduals, and we pledge ourselves to the 
enforcement of all laws enacted or to foe 
enacted in the furtherance of such wise 
and equitable purpose. We believe -that 
the declaration in the Madison platform 
oh this question is not aincere, but sim- 
ply a pretenderl love for the Democratic 
doctrine of just taxation, as is evidenced 
by the fact tha* during the two years of 
control of tho legislative machinery no 
effective steps havo been taken by ita 
governor for tho establishment of a sys- 
tem of equal taxation. The Democratic 
party has always been a. friend of honest 
taxation, and will be ir.ore successful in

subversive of good government, and so 
far as it so operates we demand its im- 
mediate and unconditional 
repeal.. We 


believe that the state should not grn.nt 
of its sovereign power to corporations to 
be exercised .in.the unfla/wfui oppression 
of the people, and we hereby pledge our- 
selves to cause to be instituted and pro- 
secuted with vigor such proceedings in 
the courts or. otherwise, as shall; be nee 
essary to forfeit: and annul the 'fran- 
chises of any corporation created, under

The coach which was a regulation tally- 
ho vehicle was struck by an electric car 
on the Pittsfield and Lenox Street -Rail- 
way at about 0:30 o'clock. The accident 
happened at a point about a mile and a 
half from this city near the Pittsfield 
Country club house while the president 
and his party were enjoying a coaching 
trip 
from Dalton, Gov. Crane's 
home, 


where the president spent the night; to

Cortelyou, who suffered in a manner sim- 
ilar to that of the president with the ex- 
ception that he was cut on the head, 
with the other members of the party, 
went to the Country club near by where 
their wounds were dressed. In a short 
time they proceeded to the Curtis hotel 
at Lenox, arriving there at 11 o'clock 
The president retained his complete com- 
posure, although he was solicitous foi 
the rest of those in the carriage.

Another account of the accident says

Craig who was 
looking around and half standing, trying 
to warn the trolley car back was knock- 
ed from the box to the track and the 
car passed over his body, killing him in- 
stantly.

helpless being who is afraid to stand out 
in the open and be counted either_for or 
against any man or measure as his con- 
science and judgment advises him to be 
right. The right to assemble and discuss 
men find measures openly and in keep- 
irtg with what we have supposed was the 
real theory of popular government is 
condemned by the new crop of states.- 
men. Built upon their assumption they 
construct this -primary hill, and offer.it 
as a panacea for the ills which they 
claim to have brought to light. 


'• PEOPLE CAN BE TRUSTED. 
We say to these men that the right of 


the people, heretofore exercised, to meet 
openly and to" present by voice and ex- 
press'by vote their views of men and 
measures, is a valuable right, which to 
infringe upon is to destroy. We say to 
them that they misconceive of the ma- 
terial of which'the American citizen is 
made, and of the character which God 
has planted in his breast and which the 
heir of freedom 
has nourished,, when 


they seek to hide. the real purpose of 
their obnoxious bill behind the screen of 
individual protection. We say to them 
that the -American citizen is not a hot- 
house flower which withers in the sum- 
mer's sun and blights and falls to decay 
when the west winds blow from the hills. 
The American citizen of today is the 
product of centuries of struggle and of 
self-denial. He has established his in- 
dependence through blood-shed and sor- 
row and suffering. Through more than 
a hundred years of effort they have ex- 
ercised these rights which 
demigogues 


would have us believe are a menace to 
free government. By virtue .of 
and 


through the simple methods of selection 
established and encouraged by the fath- 
ers, they have gone blindly on, selecting 
as their political servants a line of patri- 
ots and statesmen whose names adorn 
the world's history, and whose accom- 
plishments are written in the temples of 
fame. .Surrounded by these- simple safe- 
guards, they have.builded here a mighty 
nationxbottomed on the broad idea of 
individual rights and individual respon- 
sibility, and on the theory that, other 
things being equal, that people is gov- 
erned best which is governed least.

In letters to;George B. Van Xorman of 


Chicago, written b/Gov. La. Follette, 
and notably one published in the Senti- 
nel of Sunday, the position oi the gov- 
ernor-as relates-io Senator Spooner in 
no wise has buen»chaaged by the over- 
whelming public sejrtimcnt shown in 
nearly every county in the state. It 
seems the senator must announce pub- 
licly ho is in full accord with the last 
platform beforo he can expect to receiye 
the. heanty suppc-Pi of the governor. He 
must say to the governor he will sup- 
port legislative candidates "favorable to 
the enactment of the platform1 pledges 
into laws" and declare 
himself in har- 


mony with the platform if he expects to 
be regarded as eligible to the senate of 
tie United States to succeed himself. 


Mr. Van Norman, it seems from a 


local article in 
the Record-Herald of 


Chicago in a letter to she governor, had 
pointed out'the popularity of Senator 
Spooner and saying -it. would be wisdom 
to let the majority of the Wisconsin 
people to hjvve their will in such a mat- 
ter and further pointing out to the gov- 
ernor serious consideration was 
neces- 


sary of all the possibilities involved be- 
fore taking a step that might split the 
party in two in his state. It, however, 
r.ppcars the reply docs not take into 
consideration the facts now so patent, 
for the governor declares if the senator 
will say to him he will accept the plat- 
form he will take off his coat .and do his 
best to see that he is re-elected. 


It would seem some connecting link 


was missing, for it seems incredible Gov.

TIN-PLATE AND HOME "WOTIKETRS. 


More light has made its appearance 


upon that matter of the Standard Oil 
company and the American tin pk/te 
comoany. It seems the Standard peo- 
ple want 1,500,000 tin cans for their for- 
eign trade in oriental countries and it 
is in these countries where it meets with 
the strongest opposition; that these be 
met, they desire to purchase their cans 
at the lowest possible cost. Sines oth- 
ers of our corporations evince as great a 
desire to secure their materials cheaply 
as can be done and will purchase in Eu^ 
rope! if they are unable here, no good is 
attained 
'by 
calling 
the 
Standard 


naughty names. 


The point of the thing comes in right 


here. The law gives a rebate o-f 99 per 
ceat of the tariff paid upon all tin plate 


all the tin plate it 
needs 


from Wales. It pays the government 
the tariff demanded and temporarily the 
operation closes. But a little later these 
cans are filled with oil and exported to 
one foreign country and another and as 
the tin in the cans comes under the 
terms of the law as re-exported tin plate 
material the Standard Oil people pro- 
ceed to draw from the treasury the 99 
per cent of tie tariff they had previously 
paid. 


An account of this thing says "Under 


the Dingley tariff act the government al-' 
lows a rebate of 99 per cent of the tariff 
paid on all plates imported, when re-ex- 
ported, which is substantially all that 
the Standard Oil companies use. The 
companies make the plates into cans, 
which are filed with oil for export to 
China, Japan and other Oriental conn- 
tries, where the cans are sold for as 
much as they originally cost, after the 
oil has been taken from them. In :;hose 
countries an empty oil can is used by 
the natives for manifold purposes, 
but 


the Standard Oil company is met with 
the competition of the Russian company, 
and those of Siam and Burmah, where 
the oil is not as good, but where, be- 
cause of the lower c.ost of the labor for 
production and refinement, the American 
oil must meet a. competition that meais 
meeting the price or abandoning the 
markets. 


"The Standard Oil companies are the 


greatest consumers of tinned plate in 
the United States, and if the trade of 
these companies can be obtained there 
will be a demand for perhaps from 100,- 
000 to 250,000 tons more of American 
tinned plate, which the American Tin 
Plate company is anxious to get." 


The reduction of the labor wage scale 


is asked for such tin plate as is exported 
and not upon tin piste for' our home 
market, and the reduction is variously 
given at 5 to 25 per cent, which the men 
have now refused to make, though this 
account states 5 per cent would accom- 
plish the purpose.

I am often annoyed and sometimes 


amused when a butter maker tells how 
be made the prize butter, eays L.-W. 
Llghty in National Stockman. He 
starts oft by saying, "I took a batch of 
milk"—presumably aay old milk that 
happened to be about at the time—and 
then by,, bis occult manipulations and 
machinations he made this prize but- 
ter. The farmer or dairjman who pro- 
duced the milk never gets an atom of 
credit. Nevertheless if the butter hon- 
estly deserved the prize fully half the 
credit belongs to the producer of the 
milk. No butter maker can .make an 
extra fine article of butter unless he 
has milk of the same quality. 
The 


cows must be clean, and-they must be 
healthy. The feed they eat, the wa-. 
ter they drink, the air they breathe, 
must be pure, clean and correct. The 
milker must be cleanly in his habits 
and way of doing his work. The milk 
polls and cows must be as clean as 
cold and boiling hot water can make 
them. The milk must be Intelligently 
and properly handled and delivered, 
and all of this certainly requires half 
of the work and half of the know how.

• To produce pure milk it is necessary 
to start at the milk pail. Ot course the 
-burns .must be clean and free of dust, 
the cows brushed and washed and the 
milker's clothes clean and kept special- 
ly for this purpose.

' SILOS AND THEIR COST. 


Mr. Wagner of MlMOvrl Tell* How 


to Con«4euet One Cheaply. 


A perfect silo can be built for one- 


half to one-third the expetise they cost 
many -who build ,or buy them, writes 
B. P. Wagner hi Practical -Farmer. By 
building it octagonal or eight sided In 
shape and the celling perpendicular, 
with two thicknesses of Inch hemlock 
boards -with felt paper between, a per- 
fect silo may be made at a small cost 
I built one rat July, 1899, and have 
filled it "twice. It gave perfect satis- 
faction. Every silo that has been built 
In this vicinity since has been built 
after the same plan. They can be built 
any size wanted. With 2,500 feet of 
good hemlock boards, 900 2 by 7's, 3 
feet long, and $6 worth ,of felt and 
nails, three men can build a silo In 
three fiiys. The. expense for the roof 
and bottom would be the same as for 
any other shape or. style. I got out 
timber-for; mine, and paying the saw 
bill, cement, nails, 'paper and mason 
work cost me $34.40; .The size is 12 
feet inside and 24 teet high. It will 
hold siiage enough to feed twelve head 
of cattle ft* six months. 


When the foundation is completed, 


place the .sills on and nal) the corners 
together. Then set the boards up at 
the corners and plumb them with a 
level or a plumb staff. Let one, man 
hold the joists on the outside where 
they belong. Place two feet apart and 
nail them from the inside. Spike tlie 
joists at'the corners as you go up for 
the first twelve feet, and then put the 
upper section up the same way. The 
joist may be sawed the same length 
with a crosscut saw by bunching 
them together. The joists and boards 
at the corners all have to b« the same 
slant, which IB a square miter or an 
angle of 45- degree*!. I cut my corn 
when fairly in the state of roasting 
'ears, and should be cut into the silo 
as hauled from the field without wilt- 
ing. No salt Is used, and the cut mass 
is simply, allowed to settle with as lit- 
tle tramping as possible. A cover of

cut straw or hay is placed over the 
top, and the work is done. You can be- 
gin to use it as soon as needed in the 
fall.

gives the following information on 
how to make cheese; 


It is best to use both night's anfi 


-morning's milk. Stir all together till 1 
well mixed, pour into a boiler (a wash 
boiler if you ;have"~one) on the stove 
and heat slowly till the thermometer 
stands at 90 degrees, stirring It often 
to prevent scorching. Now pour it off 
into your tub or churn if you have one. 
If you have twelve gallons of milk, It 
will require one rennet tablet If less 
inilk, take less of tablet. Use rennet in 
proportion of one tablet to a hundred 
pounds of milk. Dissolve tlie rennet ic 
about two tablespoonf uls of warm wa- 
ter.) When the milk has cooled down to 
85 degrees, put in the dissolved rennet, 
stirring constantly until thoroughly 
mixed. In about three minutes you 
can see-the milk changing to cheese. 
Cease stirring now and cover up for 
fifteen minutes. A higher temperature 
than 83 degrees hastens the process, 
but wastes .the butter fat and makes 
the curd tough. Handle the curd very 
gently till, it is solid, as rough or quick 
treatment causes escape of butter fat 
and impoverishes the cheese. Now lift 
the cloth, and you will see the whole 
mass coagulated. Take a long knife 
and cut clear to the bottom with long, 
slow, sweeping strokes. Let stand a 
few minutes and dip o£C all freed whey 
with saucer or skimmer. Cross cut as 
before, leaving curd in Inch squares. 
Dip off whey again. Again cut curd, 
dip whey, as it collects very rapidly, 
and the tub can be tilted so as to drain 
oft or if a churn is used tilt It aud put 
a saucer inside to prevent curd from

as well as frequently in the somewhat 
warm icebox of the consumer, and th« 
result Is a severe trial on the quality of 
the cream unless It Is started from the 
creamery In a fresh, sweet state. 
Cream for shipping should be received 
and graded by the amount of acid that 
It contains, and until that Ja done there 
will be the usual complaint from the 
city consumer of sour cream.—Hoard's 
Dairyman.

as decided to secure a new home for 
lie dependents and instructed the mayor 
nd city clerk to take an option -on a 
arm a mile and a hall north of the city. 


The farm is located on the main road 


Between Kenosha and Racine and con- 
;adna forty acres oi land. It is well sup- 
ilied with buildings and as soon as. the 
city takes possession the paupers will 
>e removed from their present •undesir- 
able quarters to a home in the country. 


The aldermen in charge of the paupers 
•ill make an effort 
to make the farm 


self-sustaining. At present there are 
'orty-seven persons being cared for by 
.he city and it is thought that they can 
>e -utilized in -working the farm in such 
a manner that they will not only pay 
'or their own keeping, but make the 
3oor farm a source 
of revenue to the 


city. 


The action of the city council was 


forced by the recent action of the state 
board of control, which condemned the 
Kenosha poorhouse and classed it-as a 
place unfit for the habitation of human 
beings.

Point at' Milwaukee-'and straightened 
out for the long run: home when from 
the forward turret came a young man.

Disturrmnce at Cliicafro Exposes Sand Bara 


and Shoals Far Out From Shore. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 4.—The Lake Front 


has been swept by another seiche. The 
waters of the lake receded last night 
nearly three feet and in scores of places 
exposed the sarid bars and shoals far 
out from shore. 


The disturbance was noticeable along 


the north shore in the vicinity of Evan- 
ston. Members of the life saving crew 
there took measurements of the ebb and 
flow of the tide. The crew's sloop was 
left stranded as the waters swept cast- 
ward, and for nearly 100 feet from the 
natural shore line the bed of the lake 
was exposed. The recession of the water 
was a repetition of the phenomenon of 
the 
same kind which occurred some 


weeks ago. The water* would recede 
and then in a few minutes they would 
return. The average time from the •'be- 
ginning of the ebb to the flow was about 
eleven minutes.

At nil ports along the west shore ..of 


Lake Michigan last night and this morn- 
ing, there was an unusual disturbance on 
the lake, and in many instances the wa- 
ter receded from two and one-half 
to 


three feet. At this port it went down 
at least two feet, and the large steam- 
barge Waverley, arriving with coal for 
William Pugh, pounded on .the bottom 
near Main street bridge and ^could not 
budge. In about ,forty minutes the wa- 
ter came in with a rush and went half a 
foot higher than usual and the steamer 
was able to steam to the dock. There 
was no damage. On the north beach the 
lake bottom and sand, bars were visible 
for at kast six feet in the lake. The un- 
usual commotion of the water has not 
been satisfactorily explained as yet. The
